A press release from 
Agricore states that "Agricore 
is offering wages that are 
above the industry average. 
No employees will take a wage 
rollback as a result of creating 
a uniform salary structure for 
all unionized employees."

Mistaken identity 

A 22-year-old Red Deer Col¬ 
lege student was fined $500 in 
Didsbury provincial court Oct. 
13 for what he claims was a 
case of mistaken identity. 

Kenneth Dale Sahli pleaded 
guilty to an assault charge as 
a result of incidents that took 
place July 18, 1999 at approxi¬ 
mately 1 a.m. The complain¬ 
ant was allegedly sitting at a 
table in Zamariah J's, an Olds 
bar, when the accused tapped 
him on the shoulder from be¬ 
hind. When the complainant 
turned around, Sahli punched 
him in the head. Sahli's coun¬ 
sel explained that there had 
been an individual at the bar 
provoking Sahli all night, and 
Sahli thought he was punch¬ 
ing that individual. He didn’t 
realize until afterwards that it 
was the wrong man. 

Judge John James said mis¬ 
taken or not, to walk up to 
someone and attack him in 
such a manner was serious, 
and told Sahli, "you're fortu¬ 
nate I don't put you in prison 
this morning.

Bylaw redesignation for 
future real estate office 


... and other town council notes 


Real estate redesignation 

A public hearing was held 
on Oct. 6, prior to the town 
council meeting, to address 
By-law 99-13, the redesigna¬ 
tion of land to house a real 
estate office. 

This parcel of land, Lot 93, 
which is on the northwest cor¬ 
ner of 14th St. and 20th Ave., 
had been bought by Dallas 
Haeberle, who is wishing to 
have the lot redesignated from 
a residential property to a com¬ 
mercial property. 

Planning and Development 
Officer for the Town of Dids- 
bury, Robert Wigg, said that 
some calls had been received 
concerning the redesignation 
and that one letter had been 
received from Health Author¬ 
ity 5, which is straight east of 
the property. 

He said that the majority of 
the concerns heard were about 
where the real estate custom¬ 
ers would be parking. HA5 
was worried that there would 
be insufficient parking and 
that there would be overflow 
into the hospital's lot. 

Wigg informed council that 
four parking spots would be 
required for the redesignation. 
He said that there are cur¬ 
rently two parking stalls and 
room enough for two more. 

"I don’t think that parking 
is going to be a problem," said 
Haeberle. "I'm not out to cause 
trouble with the neighbours. I 
hope it to be a professional 
building." 

Wigg said that it's the per¬ 
fect opportunity to have a pro¬ 
fessional building there. 

Haeberle also told council 
that he will be using a profes¬ 
sional, low-to-the-ground 
business sign, as not to block 
his neighbours to the west. 

In council, it was carried 
that second, third and final 


readings would be granted to 
By-law 99-13. 

MPR enhancement 

Construction on the Multi- 
Purpose Room enhancement 
project is set to begin in 2002. 

Council approved the appli¬ 
cation for a Community Facil¬ 
ity Enhancement Program 
grant for the maximum amount 
of $125,000, which can be ap¬ 
plied for per fiscal year. 

They also approved that 
further fundraising initiatives 
be identified and implemented 
to reach the projected cost of 
$500,000. 

In addition to this grant 
application, the MPR enhance¬ 
ment project has already re¬ 
ceived a $30,000 pledge from 
the Didsbury Lions Club and a 
commitment of funding cer¬ 
tain kitchen equipment has 
been made by Didsbury Minor 
Hockey. 

CFEP grants make avail¬ 
able $75 million that can be 
accessed from April 1, 1999 to 
March 2002. 

Request for extension 

A request was made of coun¬ 
cil for a four-month extension 
to comply with council's re¬ 
quest for the encroachment of 
Southridge Park. 

A letter was submitted to 
council from Gloria Larson 
asking for more time to move 
about 40 feet of fencing she 
has in the park. 

Council denied that request, 
and gave Larson a 10-day ex¬ 
tension. 

Council had made a request 
on Aug. 9 of seven residences 
to have any impertinences re¬ 
moved from the park. 

On Oct. 5, Wigg and Direc¬ 
tor of Engineering and Opera¬ 
tional Services Wes Yeoman 
went to view the area and 


companied by Roy Brassard, 
Doug Campbell and Sandi 
Chalmers. 

On the Negotiations Com¬ 
mittee, Stuart Little is a new 
addition to the group of Sandi 
Chalmers, and alternate Joyce 
Langston. 

No changes were made to 
the Policy Committee of Doug 
Campbell and Ian Taylor. 

The Staff Consultation Com¬ 
mittee didn't see any changes 
this term, either. Ron Fisher 
and Jackie Swainson still re¬ 
main. 

There were two new faces 
on the Transportation Com¬ 
mittee, Sandi Chalmers and 
Ian Taylor, who will accom¬ 


pany Joyce Langston. 

The Zone 4 Alberta School 
Board Association Director is 
Stuart Little again this year. 

The Horizon School Repre¬ 
sentative is Joyce Langston, 
also for a second year. 

Brassard says that the trus¬ 
tees are happy with the few 
changes that were made last 
week. 

"I think it's great. Last year 
was the first year for many of 
us, so I think we've matured a 
little. It will definitely be a 
productive year," he said. 

"It's really a learning expe¬ 
rience for all of us. I think 
there's excellent continuity for 
all of the board operations." 


Not pleased with 
arena paperwork 


found that two residences had 
complied completely, a few had 
complied by about 90% and 
two had not complied at all. 

Council felt that since the 
majority had met the Oct. 1 
deadline, there was not rea¬ 
son why the other two resi¬ 
dences couldn't. 

Two councillors were op¬ 
posed to this decision. 

Handicap zones moved 

It was passed at council that 
the four handicap parking 
stalls on the south side of the 
arena (cars park facing north 
into the wall) be redesignated 
as regular parking zones. 

Four different stalls on the 
newly paved parking lot have 
been allocated as handicap 
parking. 

It was felt that the previous 
stalls were unsafe, as they 
were on a slope. 

New shinny fees 

A new set of shinny fees 
submitted by Memorial Com¬ 
plex Manager Rhonda Hunter 
were approved by council. 

Hunter said that participa¬ 
tion rates had greatly in¬ 
creased at the arena over the 
last few years, and felt that 
shinny fees would help to off¬ 
set the increased operational 
costs. 

The new fees will be: Tyke 
to PeeWee - $1 drop-in; Ban¬ 
tam/ Midget and Open (13 
years and older) - $2 drop-in, 
$10/ month or $40 for a season 
pass. 

Family Violence Preven¬ 
tion Month 

Council passed a motion 
that November 1999 be pro¬ 
claimed as Family Violence 
Prevention month in Dids¬ 
bury.

-agement strategy that is 
good for the Town and good for 
the users. I think that's what 
this is." 

Many of the hockey clubs 
have a problem with wording of 
the use agreement, meanings of 
several of its clauses, as well as 
the wording and scope of the 
waiver form. They also say that 
it is unfair that users under 18 
years of age don't sign the same 
form as adult users do. 

"This waiver is only required 
of adult hockey coaches, adult 
hockey officials and regular 
adult commercial hockey teams. 
This policy attempts to manage 
the Town's risk by eliminating 
its risk with one user group, 
while at the same time assum¬ 
ing all previous risks with other 
groups. We see this as an ex¬ 
tremely unfair and discrimina¬ 
tory way of managing risk,” said 
Fillmore during his delegation. 

They also worry that if they 
did go out and get insurance for 
all six hockey teams, that when 
it came down to it, the insur¬ 
ance wouldn't be valid. 

'We have been advised by in¬ 
surance professionals that this 
would be difficult to obtain as a 
recreational hockey team is not 
a legal entity and we have had 
no guarantees from the Town's 
insurers to the contrary," 
Fillmore said. 

Hunter says that the reason 
for the difference between Dids¬ 
bury Minor Hockey and the com¬ 
mercial teams is that minor 
hockey is regulated by Hockey 
Alberta, whereas the commer¬ 
cial teams are not regulated. 

She says that the younger 
participants are covered under 
Hockey Alberta, where they 
"have insurance coming out of 
their ears." She says that there 
is no organization like this for 
the commercial teams. 

"It makes sense that adult 
hockey would have to have the 
same situation as Minor 
Hockey, except for adults," 
Hunter said. 

"It's really for their protec¬ 
tion, too. It makes so much 
sense for them as well." 

Hunter says that the com¬ 


mercial teams have a number of 
options as far as finding an 
insurance carrier. 

Hunter says that one option 
would be going under the Town 
of Didsbury's new carrier, Aon 
Reed Stenhouse. The cost would 
be $15 for each player per ice 
time, with $1 million coverage. 

A motion was passed at the 
council meeting to accept the 
user agreement and waiver to 
be used by the arena. Two coun¬ 
cillors were opposed to the mo¬ 
tion. 

Since the meeting, Hunter 
has modified the waiver form to 
"make it more comfortable to 
sign," for the commercial teams. 
She added a clause to it that 
they asked for. 

Hunter says that she was 
quite shocked with the reaction 
that the new forms created. 

"The response truly surprised 
me. The forms really look out 
for so many people and benefits 
them. I wasn't expecting that 
response," Hunter said. 

She also said that she sin¬ 
cerely hopes that the commer¬ 
cial hockey teams don't decide 
not to play this season. 

"They're a very valuable group 
in our facility. They're great 
hockey participants and they’re 
great ambassadors of our com¬ 
munity. 

"When they say that (they 
won't play), it's the last thing we 
want to hear. We value them." 

Fillmore and the commercial 
teams hope that this issue can 
be resolved by compromise. 

We see that this is the direc¬ 
tion that facility users and towns 
want to go. We'd like to end up 
at a place where users alike can 
feel comfortable in the process 
and where it ends up," he said. 

We're not trying to be prob¬ 
lematic or negative. We're just 
trying to understand what's hap¬ 
pening. There are things that 
legitimately need to be changed. 
Part of it is educational and 
understanding what's happen¬ 
ing." 

Fillmore feels that the Town 
has fallen short on educating all 
user groups involved with the 
process and the possible out¬ 
comes. 
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Taking a stank 

As many of you may have no¬ 
ticed by reading the paper, the 
Didsbury Review is now covering 
the happenings of the Didsbury 
provincial courthouse. 

This is a decision that was 
made a few months ago in re¬ 
sponse to reader enquires as to 
why our local newspaper didn't 
do any court reporting, even when 
the courthouse is right in our 
town. 

Being the reporter at that time, 
I was elected to begin writing our "In the courts ..." 
column weekly. 

After some thought on how we wanted to handle these 
articles, because court reporting can be a little tricky, we 
decided to only publish the facts of cases where the 
defendant had plead guilty or had been found guilty by the 
judge. 

Some may be thinking that we are taking the easy way 
out here, but to us it's the safe way. It's the way that 
causes us the least worry about legal problems, and also 
allows us to sleep the best at night. 

For example, what if I was accused and subsequently 
charged with child abuse. I attended court and thus had 
my name in the newspaper, even though nothing had 
come of my case yet. Then, a couple of weeks later, what 
if I was found NOT guilty in my trial. This publicity would 
be questioning my name and my reputation, even though 
I had not actually committed any crime, especially one 
against a child. 

You may be asking what exactly my point is here. It’s 
that we, as newspaper people, don't want to be responsible 
for ruining a person's reputation if they are NOT guilty 
of the crime they have been accused of committing. 

In the last couple of weeks, I have received a number of 
angry phone calls concerning my court stories. 

"Why did you put my name in the paper over that? It's 
not a big deal ..." 

"I might lose my job because my name was in the 
newspaper for drunk driving ..." 

"There were extenuating circumstances concerning 
that incident ..." 

People have been calling me crying about seeing their 
name in the newspaper, begging that it not be put in the 
newspaper and saying what I put in the newspaper is 
hurtful to them. 

Wrong. You breaking the law is what is hurtful to you, 
and to others. You should be angry at yourself, accept 
responsibility for what you did, pay your debt to society 
and get on with your lives. 

It's not my fault as a journalist that you are standing 
before a provincial judge. I'm only there doing the job that 
I get paid to do. If it wasn't me there, it would be somebody 
else, and maybe someone who would publish your name 
before a judgement had been made. 

Please understand that I am not attending court out of 
some morbid curiosity. I don't enjoy seeing people being 
sent to jail, but if that's justice prevailing, then so be it. 
Court is open to the public, so if the entire town of 
Didsbury wanted to attend on a given day, they could and 
then everyone would still know what happened. 

What I'm trying to say here is, it's not my fault your 
name is in the newspaper, it's yours. It’s a consequence of 
your choices and public awareness, no matter how it 
happens, is part of that consequence.

Elections Canada ignoring 
parents with "child rights" 


This summer Elections 
Canada announced that it would 
be entering 
15,000 schools 
across Canada to 
conduct a "Child 
Rights" vote. 

These "rights" are 
based on the UN 
convention on 
the Rights of the 
Child, a docu¬ 
ment which itself 
has never been 
debated or voted 
upon by duly 
elected legisla¬ 
tors, and is of some concern to 
many Canadian parents. 

Parents need to be concerned 
about the Child Rights vote. Par¬ 
ents were not consulted in a genu¬ 
ine manner about the wisdom of 
utilizing this "rights" vote to teach 
their children about democracy. 
Nor did parents have appropri¬ 
ate input into which "rights" will 
be put before their children on 
the Elections Canada ballot. Cur¬ 
rently there is no requirement 
that parents be informed that 
Elections Canada will be conduct¬ 
ing this vote in their schools, nor 
are parents asked to give their 
consent for the participation of 
their children in this exercise. 

Some of the "rights" give the 
impression that the government 
is the ultimate parent of chil¬ 
dren. 

For example, the rights vote 
tells children that the govern¬ 
ment ensures a child's "right to 
be given a name" and that the 


government will "make sure that 
we [children) survive and de¬ 
velop." This is disre¬ 
spectful to parents 
who hold the primary 
responsibility for 
these and other con¬ 
cerns. 

Canada's elections 
agency also feels that 
children have an ab¬ 
solute right to share 
opinions. This, we are 
told in its description, 
means "the right to 
freedom of thought, 
conscience and reli¬ 
gion, the freedom to receive in¬ 
formation from many sources, 
the freedom to meet with others 
and to join or start our own asso¬ 
ciations." 

One wonders whether this 
"right" prevents parents from uti¬ 
lizing a "V-chip" on their televi¬ 
sion to prevent kids from view¬ 
ing violent or sexual program¬ 
ming on television, or whether a 
parent who sets a curfew in¬ 
fringes a child's "freedom to meet 
with others". 

These purported "rights" are a 
clear invasion of parents' respon¬ 
sibilities and the privacy of the 
home. 

The "Child Rights" vote is ma¬ 
nipulative of children. It tends to 
push a "big government rights 
mentality" on our children, and 
to do so using taxpayer dollars in 
public schools is objectionable. 
In addition, the results of the 
Child Rights vote will be used by 
adults in lobby groups to demand 


more tax dollars for whatever 
pet project they are working on. 
This manipulates children (some 
as young as six years old) who 
innocently cast their vote on the 
ballot placed in front of them. 

Elections Canada is exceed¬ 
ing its mandate with this "Child 
Rights" vote. As Canada's non¬ 
partisan elections agency, it is 
important for Elections Canada 
to remain non-political, and not 
associate itself with a particular 
political agenda, or be seen to be 
associating itself with a particu¬ 
lar political agenda. 

While Elections Canada does 
have a "public education" man¬ 
date, this vote goes beyond this 
mandate. 

It promotes a political "rights 
agenda" and is sure to end up 
being used by lobby groups to 
call for more government social 
spending programs, and more 
state intervention programs - 
with Canadians on the hook for 
the higher taxes that these pro¬ 
grams would demand. 

I urge parents and concerned 
citizens to write their local school 
boards, provincial MLA, the 
Prime Minister, Government 
House Leader and the Chief Elec¬ 
toral Officer of Elections Canada 
to express their objections to the 
federal elections agency involv¬ 
ing itself in a political matter at 
taxpayers' expense.

Alberta government abandons 
grain farmers, says Alan Holt 


Release from Wild Rose 
Agricultural Producers 

Wild Rose Agricultural Produc¬ 
ers President Alan Holt expressed 
his disappointment with the gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta in its recent 
endorsement of Arthur Kroeger's 
recommendations concerning 
grain handling and transporta¬ 
tion reforms. Instead of support¬ 
ing a producer-friendly approach, 
the government has turned their 
backs on farmers by endorsing a 
revenue cap that could cost farm¬ 
ers, at the very least, an addi¬ 
tional 550 million over the next 
five years. Says Mr. Holt, "this is 
money coming right out of pock¬ 
ets of producers and for the gov¬ 
ernment to say it is committed to 
reducing costs to grain farmers is 
rather ironic." 

Not only have they abandoned 
the lower revenue cap scheme that 


they endorsed at every level of the 
Kroeger process, they have with¬ 
drawn their support for a produc¬ 
tivity revenue sharing formula 
that ensures producers are the 
primary beneficiaries. The gov¬ 
ernment has also abandoned their 
support for a competitive rail sys¬ 
tem. Mr. Kroeger has suggested 
that further studies can be con¬ 
ducted to see whether or not open 
rail access is attainable. Having 
initially supported a method of 
introducing competition into the 
rail system by supporting a "re¬ 
verse onus" test at committee lev¬ 
els, and now disregarding this 
process, the government has in 
effect endorsed the railways. 

"It is hard to imagine that the 
government supports a holistic 
approach that does not include 
competition amongst the railways 
nor recognizes producers as the 


primaiy beneficiaries of a new 
system," says Mr. Holt. 

In addition, the government 
has now indicated that the esti¬ 
mated $30 million a year that pro¬ 
ducers now receive from blending 
revenues should be given to the 
grain companies. Moreover, they 
have also indicated that the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board can no longer 
guarantee sales of producers' 
wheat and barley since they would 
have no direct control over capac- 
ity. 

"All in all," said Mr. Holt, "the 
government of Alberta has en¬ 
dorsed a proposal that takes nearly 
$ 1 billion out of the hands of prai¬ 
rie producers over the course of 
the next five years. I cannot un¬ 
derstand how this government can 
casually turn its back on rural 
Albertans when there is such a 
significant need for their support. 


Let’s talk taxes: 
Throne speech a 
time warp

Last week's Throne Speech confirms my suspicion that we 
have time warped back to the 1970s. Platform shoes and bell 
bottoms dominate the fashion magazines, mind-altering 
drugs seem to be hip again amongst segments of our teenage 
population and Joe Clark has re-emerged as a national 
political leader. 

Closer analysis of the Throne Speech reveals that a 
Trudeauesque leif motif runs through this document. In¬ 
deed, Trudeau-era tax and spend, spend, spend Liberalism 
leaps off of most pages. 

While the official title is "Building a Higher Quality of Life 
for All Canadians" the Throne Speech should be retitled 
"We're Rolling in Dough, Now Watch Us Spend It!" 

In total, the Throne Speech (ghost-written by the Prime 
Minister) runs 24 pages. Only one half of one page - 3 
paragraphs, 102 measly words - was devoted solely to the 
issue of our $575 billion national debt. 

On the issue of taxes we were told that something would 
be done for Canadian families in next February's budget. 
This is hardly comforting news for long-suffering taxpayers 
if the government's past record on the tax front is any 
indication. 

Even with their meagre tax cuts over the past two budg¬ 
ets, Canadians are still falling further behind. 

We continue to spend more on income taxes than we do on 
food, clothing or shelter. The other contributing factor to 
your empty wallet is the fa„L that your CPP premiums are 
skyrocketing by 73%. 

This will suck an extra $48 billion out of Canadian pockets 
until 2003. Nor was there any mention of the fact that 
"bracket creep" (the non-indexation of the tax system) con¬ 
tinues to cost Canadians $10 billion per year. 

Indeed, bracket creep is especially cruel to working poor 
and low-income Canadians because it erodes the thresholds 
(in real terms) at which they qualify for their maximum 
Goods and Serves Tax Credit or the Child Tax Benefit. 

Yet there was no shortage of new spending promises. In 
concert with the provinces, Ottawa plans to "increase re¬ 
sources and further strengthen supports for early childhood 
development." Young people will be provided "with more 
opportunities to connect to the Canadian experience." And 
the Feds will continue to make "stategic investments" (read: 
corporate welfare) to help businesses grow. 

Of course, some initiatives outlined are worthy. The 
Canadian Institutes of Health Research will not only foster 
pure medical research but also measure just exactly what 
we're getting for the $83.5 billion we spend (public and 
private) annually on health care. Yet the majority of the 
spending commitments outlined in the Throne Speech are 
unwarranted and will cost billions. 

What Chretien and crew fail to understand is that tax 
cutting is not inconsistent with a Children's Agenda. 

If you want to help this nation's impoverished children, 
help their impoverished parents by leaving more money in 
their pockets on a daily and weekly basis. To wit, substantive 
tax relief is the answer. 

The other troubling aspect in Throne Speech is only a 
passing reference to debt-reduction. And the government 
has only committed to reducing our debt-to-GDP ratio. This 
means that the feds could simply let the economy grow and 
the debt-to-GDP ratio would continue to shrink. This is 
simply not good enough. A legislated timetable to reduce this 
debt over the next 30 or 40 years is necessary. Ensuring that 
the national debt is eliminated by the time today's children 
start raising their own kids would be the hallmark of a real 
Children's agenda. 

But hey we're back to the 70s and the me-generation, why 
should you worry about tomorrow’s kids? It’s clear that the 
government doesn't.

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Notes from Nigeria 

Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are mission¬ 
aries in Nigeria. They are working at a school in Jos, 
Nigeria for the Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, 
and Dan is teaching math and English, while Janet runs the 
library for the whole school. Both have been in the country 
periodically doing the mission work since the late 70s. The 
couple met while working in Nigeria and married in 
December 1995. Their latest excursion set out on May 15 last 
year and they will return to Didsbury in May of 2000 for a 
three month furlough. They will return to Nigeria and will 
remain there until 2006. The Snyders send weekly letters to 
their family telling about their day to day experiences, and 
we at the Review believe it will be of interest to our readers. 

Dear friends. 

We apologize for miss¬ 
ing last week's letter. We 
went to an educational 
conference on Friday and 
didn't get the letter writ¬ 
ten before we left. Dan 
was in charge of making 
the arrangements for 
eleven of us to go and so 
we were busy with last 
minute details. 

We went to the Asso¬ 
ciation of International 
Schools in Africa teach¬ 
er's conference. There 
are three conference held 
annually. One each in 
West Africa, East Africa 
and Southern Africa. 
The West Africa conference was held in Accra, Ghana. Due 
to the way flights were scheduled we had to stay overnight 
in Lagos each way. 

The conference was quite good. There were seminars on 
just about every subject. Of course, some presenters were 
more interesting than others, but there was always some¬ 
thing to be gained from each seminar. The morning semi¬ 
nars were done by outside presenters, people brought in 
from the States or other places specifically to give their 
seminar. The afternoon seminars were done by other teach¬ 
ers in West Africa. Two of our Hillcrest teachers presented 
seminars. 

One very nice thing about the conference was the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet other missionaries. The conference was not 
specifically for mission schools, but there was another 
mission school represented. We also met a number of 
teachers at American international schools who either were 
MKs or missionaries who work at international schools. It 
was very encouraging to share with others and learn about 
their schools. 

We were also quite impressed with Accra. It was very 
clean. Traffic lights worked and people obeyed them. The 
people were friendly and helpful. There is very little crime 
and it is safe to take taxis after dark. The electricity went 
off twice for short periods of time, but we had water the 
whole time. The general evaluation was that Accra is about 
half way between Nigeria and Europe in its development and 
amenities. 

We had a couple of extra days before we returned so we 
went to a rain forest reserve and to an old coastal fort. The 
rain forest reserve is fairly new, created within the last ten 
years. They are making an effort to preserve some of the 
natural habitat of some rare and endangered species. Some 
logging had been done in the area and they are now letting 
that land return to its natural rain forest state. Since we 
went in the daytime, we did not see any animals, but the 
guide did tell us of some of the medicinal uses of some of the 
trees. He encouraged us to come back some time and stay 
overnight and really experience the rain forest 

The old fort or castle as it is called is well preserved. It 
was originally used as a storage place for the gold and ivory 
the traders acquired. Later it was used for the slave trade. 
The European traders would trade beads and trinkets for 
slaves. They would have up to 2000 slaves at time in the 
fort, crammed into 4 or 5 rooms. It must have been horrible. 
Today it is clean and white, nothing but the exhibit in the 
old church to indicate what it had been used for. 

After over a week away from home it was good to get back 
to Jos and see that the house is okay and the bird is fine. We 
are very grateful for God's protection. School doesn't start 
again until Tuesday so we have a day to get ready. We are 
beginning our second quarter (nine week term). The second 
quarter is always more hectic so we should be busy.

I'm also pleased and proud to 
have been asked by Prime Min¬ 
ister Jean Chretien to take on 
the new position of Secretary of 
State for Rural Development. In 
this role, I will be working very 
closely with Lyle Vanclief in his 
capacity as Minister Coordinat¬ 
ing Rural Affairs. 

When he created this posi¬ 
tion, the Prime Minister sent a 
clear, unmistakable message 
that the federal government rec¬ 
ognizes the challenges faced by 
our rural and remote communi¬ 
ties and is committed to work¬ 
ing with the people who live 
there to make their communi¬ 
ties better places to live and 
work and raise a family. 

Nine million people live in 
rural and remote areas of 
Canada - that's more than the 
combined population of Toronto,

Montreal, and Vancouver. But 
because they are scattered in 
every corner of this vast coun¬ 
try, they sometimes lack the 
clout of their urban cousins.

I will work with my cabinet 
colleagues to make sure they 
apply the "Rural Lens" so that 
all our policies and programs 
are designed and delivered in a 
manner that makes sense for 
rural and remote Canada. 

I will also make it a priority 


to get out and about in rural 
and remote parts of this coun¬ 
try every chance I get. I want to 
talk to you, the rural citizens, 
in your communities. And I will 
use this column to share my 
Rural Thoughts with you every 
month.

Not responsible for safe

At last week's meeting, Chi¬ 
nook's Edge School Division was 
concerned about how to handle 
requests for transportation for 
safe grads this year. 

This past year, the board de¬ 
cided not to allow Chinooks 
Edge buses to be used for safe 
grad transportation. 

"We don't want to endorse 
our buses to go to a party and 
drink," said Trustee Sandi 
Chalmers. 

There was talk about the 
schools having a dry grad, but 
said that they're not saying there 
shouldn't be a safe grad. 

"If we re not going to have a 
dry grad, we might as well give 
our heads a shake," said Trus¬ 
tee Penny Archibald, of the pre¬ 
vious decision to not allow the 
use of the buses. 

Trustee Doug Campbell sug¬ 
gested that parents could pro¬ 
vide rides to and from the par¬ 
ties. 

The board decided to have 
Superintendent Herb Fader send 
a letter to all safe grad organiza¬ 
tion groups to let them know 
they are responsible for provid¬ 
ing their own transportation.

"Policies should be more gen¬ 
eral and not too specific. I think 


in general if you get too specific 
you get into some real prob¬ 
lems," said Superintendent 
Fader. 

Deputy Superintendent Jim 
Gibbons suggested the board 
could encourage schools to es¬ 
tablish a bike safety program.

Ten Thousand Villages operates on hope and love

It's rare to find many busi¬ 
nesses these days that don't op¬ 
erate to build profit. 

But Ten Thousand Villages, 
which was formerly known as 
Selfhelp Crafts, manages this 
feat daily. 

Ten Thousand Villages is part 
of the Alternative Trade Or¬ 
ganization (ATO), which trades 
with many developing and third- 
world countries, but still re¬ 
mains a non-profit organization. 

There are 45 stores in 
Canada, 120 in the States and 
many other communities, like 
Didsbury, that host sales year- 
round. 

The Ten Thousand Villages 
sale will be coming to the Dids¬ 
bury Train Station on Nov. 4 
and 5. This sale is, as always, 
sponsored by the Bergthal 
Mennonite Church Ladies. 

On Thursday, Nov. 4, the 
sale will take place from 7-9 


p.m. This is the first time that 
there has been an evening sale 
and the ladies are hoping that it 
will be a real success. 

On Friday, Nov. 5, the sale 
will run again from 9:30 a.m. to 
4 p.m. 

There are many great gift 
ideas that can be picked up at 
the Ten Thousand Villages sale, 
like handmade Christmas orna¬ 
ments, baskets, jewellery, hand- 
carved nativity sets and 
homemade tablecloths and nap¬ 
kins, just to name a few. 

The Ten Thousand Villages 
sale has come to Didsbury for 
over 20 years and is almost 
always a success. 

All of the items sold at these 
kinds of sales have been made 
by people, mostly women, who 
are looking for a better kind of 
life. 

Supposedly, one woman in a 
developing country sent all seven 
of her children to school on the 


money she made by trading her 
talents. 

Another story, from the Ten 
Thousand Villages Canada 
newsletter, talks of women mak¬ 
ing gains in Bangladesh. 

"Sinabala Village, approxi¬ 
mately a one and a half hour 
drive from Dhaka, is home to 
Nargish Begum, a 21-year-old 
woman whose mother makes 
hand-knotted hammocks and 
sikas. Nargish has almost com¬ 
pleted a master's degree, how¬ 
ever she and her family are un¬ 
able to pay for the final year's 
tuition (partly due to the loss of 
income from her family's flood- 
damaged farmland). Nargish 
has returned to Sinabala to 
make jute items and also to keep 
records for the group. It will 
take approximately two years of 
work to save her tuition fee to 
complete her degree. The Jute 


Works is working on ways to 
help Nargish and encouraging 
her to work her way up the 
organization's ladder." 

The newsletter also speaks 
of methods of savings in the 
same small village. 

"All the producers in Sinabala 
Village are encouraged to save 
money and food - one coin a day 
and one pot of rice. The rice 
goes into a woman's dhama (big 
storage jar) and is kept hidden 
in the roof of her house. Once a 
year the taxman comes. If the 
husband does not have enough 
money, the family is forced to 
sell assets - often rice - to make 
up the difference. But thanks to 
the dhama, the woman can help 
the family by giving from her 
stored supplies." 

Most of the artisans that par¬ 
ticipate in this fair trade, would 
normally be unemployed or un¬ 


deremployed. Ten Thousand 
Villages helps them by giving 
them a way to market their tal¬ 
ents. 

Once the artisans are finan¬ 
cially self-sufficient, they move 
on to give others the same op¬ 
portunity. 

"It really preserves people's 
self dignity," said Marlene Epp, 
one of the ladies involved with 
the event. "It provides them with 
a job." 

The Bergthal Mennonite 
Church ladies invite everyone 
to attend the sale to help with 
this worthy cause. 

"It really helps a lot of women 
around the world," said Kathy 
Peters.

Some peo¬ 
ple seem born 
to shop.

Grace Mullen and 
Lynn Samoisette have 
figured out a way to 
scare the daylights out 
of Didsbury-area resi¬ 
dents and raise money 
for a good cause at the 
same time. 

The theme of this year's scare-fest is Millenium Debris, but 
that's all the ladies would say about what’s going to be inside. 
People will just have to go and see for themselves. 

Admission to the spooky spot is free, but as Mullen puts 
it, "donations are gratefully accepted" with all the money 
raised going to STARS air ambulance. 

Last year alone, the organizers raised $917 for STARS, 
with about 1,000 people going through the haunted house. In 
the nine years it has been open to the public, Mullen says they 
have raised over $4,500 for the charity. 

In last year's guest book, Mullen said there were entries 
from residents of a large part of Alberta, with folks from Red 
Deer to Calgary and Water Valley to Three Hills signing in. 

That's pretty amazing considering this was something 
Mullen and Samoisette started about 16 years ago when their 
kids were in Scouts. 

Originally done only for the Scouts to do at Halloween, the 
haunted house has grown into a popular annual event. 
Mullen says she got the idea to open it to the public from the 
other Scouts’ parents, who wanted to be able to bring their 
whole families to join in the fun and frights. 

Mullen and Samoisette say it can take anywhere from five 
minutes to a lifetime to get through the haunted house, 
noting that they found some extra skeletons in there this 
year that must have been some past visitors who were never 
seen again. 

The haunted house is inside a heated shop, so the chills felt 
by the visitors will be of fright, not cold. Mullen also supplies 
hot chocolate and goodies to the kids. 

Mullen said last year they had about 25 volunteers helping 
out, and could have used more. 

The haunted house is located about a five-minute drive 
from Didsbury. To get there, take Highway 2A north to the 
airport corner, and go east on Bergen Road about one mile. 
The driveway is lined with candles so it's easy to find. 

As Samoisette says, everyone is welcome to come out Oct.

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of turn grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Ijos Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: My 3-year-old can be counted on to behave like 
a brat whenever we are in the mall or in a restaurant. He seems 
to know I will not punish him there in front of other people. How 
should I handle this tactic? 

I)R. DOBSON: Let me answer you with an illustration from 
nature. They tell me that a raccoon can usually kill a dog if it 
gets the dog in a lake or river. It will simply pull the hound 
underwater until it drowns. Most predatory animals prefer to 
do battle on the turf of their own choosing. 

So do children. If they're going to pick a fight with Mom or 
Dad, they'd rather stage it in a public place, such as a supermar¬ 
ket or in the church foyer. They are smart enough to know that 
they are "safer" in front of other people. They will grab candy or 
speak in disrespectful ways that would never be attempted at 
home. The most successful military generals are those who 
surprise the enemy in a terrain advantageous to their troops. 
Public facilities represent the "high ground" for a rambunctious 
preschooler. 

You may be one of the parents who have fallen into the trap 
of creating "sanctuaries" in which the old rules aren't enforced. 
It is a certainty that your strong-willed son or daughter will 
notice those safe zones and behave offensively and disrespect¬ 
fully when there. There is something within the tougher child 
that almost forces him to "test the limits" in situations where the 
resolve of adults is in question. 

Therefore, I recommend that you lay out the ground rules 
before you enter those public arenas, making it clear that the 
same rules will apply. Then if your child misbehaves, respond 
as you would have done at home. His or her public behavior will 
improve dramatically. 

QUESTION: Should I punish my strong-willed son for every 
little thing he does wrong? I would be on his back every minute 
of the day. 

DR. DOBSON: I am NOT suggesting that you be oppressive 
in dealing with everyday behavior. The issues that should get 
your attention are those that deal with respect for you as his 
mother. When he is defiant, sassy and disobedient, you should 
confidently and firmly step in and lead. This disobedient behavior 
is distinctly different, however, from that which is natural and 
necessary for learning and development. Let me explain. 

Toddlers most often get in trouble for simply exploring and 
investigating their world. That is a great mistake. Preschoolers 
learn by poking their fingers into things that adults think they 
should leave alone. But this busy exploration is extremely 
important to intellectual stimulation. 

Whereas you and I will look at a crystal trinket and obtain 
whatever information we seek from that visual inspection, a 
toddler will expose that pretty object to all of her senses. She will 
pick it up, taste it, smell it, wave it in the air, pound it on the wall, 
throw it across the room, and listen to the pretty sound that it 
makes when shattering. By that process she learns a bit about 
gravity, rough vs. smooth surfaces, the brittle nature of glass, and 
some startling things about mother's anger. 

I am not suggesting that your child be allowed to destroy your 
home and all of its contents. Neither is it right to expect her to keep 
her hands to herself. Parents should remove those items that are 
fragile or dangerous, and then strew the child's path with 
fascinating objects of all types. Permit her to explore everything 
possible and do not ever punish her for touching something that 
she did not know was off limits, regardless of its value. 

With respect to dangerous items, such as electric plugs and 
stoves, as well as a few untouchable objects, such as the knobs on 
the television set, it is possible and necessaiy to teach and enforce 
the command "Don't touch!" After making it clear what is expected 
and the child refuses to obey, a mild slap on the hands while 
saying "No* will usually discourage repeat episodes. 

I would, however, recommend patience and tolerance for all 
those other everyday episodes that involve neither defiance nor 
safety.

issue was first recognized in 1996. 

"Ultimately we cannot make 
any guarantees about how com¬ 
puters and related systems with 
embedded microchips may be af¬ 
fected by the rollover," said 
Stoddard. "But we are taking all 
reasonable steps possible to en¬ 
sure there are no problems as we 
move into the new millennium." 

In addition to its internal ef¬ 
forts to ensure all government 
systems are Y2K ready, the pro¬ 
vincial government has also been 
sharing information with the 
province's essential service pro¬ 
viders through Y2K Alberta. 
More than 50 essential service 
providers including utilities, 
health care providers, emergency 
organizations and municipalities 
are working together and shar¬ 
ing information on the Y2K sta¬ 
tus of their systems to minimize 
the potential impact of Y2K on 
Albertans. 


"Mission critical" provincial 
government computer systems 
are considered almost 100% ready 
for the Year 2000, according to a 
government Y2K readiness sta¬ 
tus report released Oct. 8. 

The report, released by Minis¬ 
ter of Innovation and Science 
Lome Taylor, indicates that as 
of October 1999, 97% of the com¬ 
puter systems considered to be 
"mission critical", or vital to the 
province's operations, are con¬ 
sidered to be Year 2000 ready. 
Work is currently underway on 
all remaining systems to be ready 
before the end of the year. 

"Mission critical" systems in¬ 
clude government grants and 
payment systems, environmen¬ 
tal monitoring, student record¬ 
keeping, taxation and financial 
systems and health care issues 
tracking. In total, 160 systems 
have been identified as mission 
critical. The remainder of gov¬ 


ernment applications not consid¬ 
ered critical to providing serv¬ 
ices to the public are also being 
remedied, with plans for comple¬ 
tion before the end of 1999. 

"Each government ministry 
has a dedicated team of individu¬ 
als working on this initiative 
and we expect little or no disrup¬ 
tion to government services," said 
Taylor. 

"Based on this recent status 
report, and the activities to date, 
I am confident the ministries are 
doing all they can and taking the 
appropriate care to ensure serv¬ 
ices to the public continue to 
operate smoothly." 

The government's chief infor¬ 
mation officer, Robb Stoddard, 
whose office is overseeing the 
coordination of Y2K readiness 
across government, said the gov¬ 
ernment is well prepared as it 
has been working on Y2K readi¬ 
ness since the seriousness of the

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rations for the natural gas in¬ 
dustry's Y2K roll-over will re¬ 
sult in "business as usual" from 
wellhead to burner-tip." 

"This exercise was highly ben¬ 
eficial because it provided a 
benchmark experience for the 
industry to work with when 
faced with any situation that 
might threaten to impede cus¬ 
tomer service," said CGA Presi¬ 
dent and CEO Marie Rounding. 
"With the success of this test, we 
continue to be confident that 
Canadians will enjoy uninter¬ 
rupted natural gas service to 
their homes and businesses on 
Jan. 1, 2000."

The drill began at 8 a.m. and 
involved the simulated loss of 
voice and data communications, 
reduced SC ADA (Supervisory 
Control and Data Acquisition) 
functionality and actual data 
collection by field personnel at 
key locations. 

The phased test involved the 
use of land-based, cellular and 
satellite telecommunications 
tools between participating 
CAPP, CGA, U.S. interconnect¬ 
ing companies and TransCanada 
PipeLines Limited gas control 
personnel. Critical operational 
information such as actual gas 
flow, pressure and facility sta¬ 
tus was exchanged. 

"The primary objective of the 
drill was to test our backup 
plans on how we communicate 
if our regular systems and pro¬ 
cedures are not available and it 
worked very well,” said Greg 
Stringham, CAPP vice presi¬ 
dent of markets and transporta¬ 
tion. "The successful test of 
backup plans continues to rein¬ 
force our confidence that prepa-

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Does your rural business 
pass the signage test? 


When consumers make 
the decision to visit a mar¬ 
ket garden or other rural 
business, it’s up to the pro¬ 
prietors to make it as easy 
as possible for potential 
customers to find the farm. 

"On many occasions, I've 
had to use my cell-phone to 
find my way to farms and 
rural businesses. Relying 
solely on verbal directions, 
leaves too much to chance 
and to the skill, or lack 
thereof, of the people fol¬ 
lowing these directions,” 
says Kerry Engel, rural de¬ 
velopment specialist - busi¬ 
ness with Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment, Westlock. "A big 
obstacle when making a 
rural business easy to lo¬ 
cate is signage or lack of 
it!"Go north three miles - is 
a statement that doesn't 
help a lot when most cars 
use kilometres. 

Most people know how 
to convert miles to kilome¬ 
tres, and this probably just 
slows them down for a cou¬ 
ple seconds, but the name 
of the game is make it as 
easy and as straightfor¬ 
ward as possible. 

Turn at the farm with 
the big red barn - guess 
how many big red barns 
there are in any given area 
of Alberta. 


Turn left on secondary 
xxx - believe it or not, some 
secondary road signs are 
only visible from one direc¬ 
tion! 

"Chances are, most peo¬ 
ple don't drive around with 
a county map and a legal 
land description," contin¬ 
ues Engel. 

"They are relying on di¬ 
rections and signs. Signage 
and clear roadside signs 
are a very important mar¬ 
keting tool that is over¬ 
looked by many rural busi¬ 
nesses. Regardless of what 
you're trying to sell off the 
farm: vegetables, bulls or 
chickens - signs are par¬ 
ticularly critical once cus¬ 
tomers are near your busi¬ 
ness." 

Engel advises rural busi¬ 
ness managers take a sign 
test to rate how effective 
your signs are. "All of the 
points listed in the sign 
test can help customers 
reach your farm business 
with greater ease," explains 
Engel. "Over half of the 
business battle is getting 
people to your point of pur¬ 
chase, your farm. Make it 
as easy for them as possi¬ 
ble. You'll be glad you did." 

Go through the follow¬ 
ing list of points, sort of a 
sign test, and see how your 
business stands up! 


My signs: 

• are done professionally 
•are well maintained 
•are easy to read 
•contain no more than 

six words 

•contain a one- or two- 
word focal point to catch 
interests (eg: U-Pick) 

•are made from one of 
these easy to read colour 
combinations: black, dark 
blue, bottle green or scar¬ 
let red on white, yellow, 
orange or green 

• have good white space 
or margins, making it easy 
to read 

•contain a simple logo 
that provides easy recogni¬ 
tion 

•clearly mark the en¬ 
trance to my farm/business 

• have an initial distance 
of at least 2,500 feet form 
the entrance (this allows 
travellers a safe stopping 
distance) 

•are in advance and 
clearly state the distance 
to my business (eg: Smith 
Simmental Farm - 5 km) 
•start from the nearest 
major highway and clearly 
direct visitors to my busi¬ 
ness location 

For more information 
on erecting signs in your 
county contact the local 
municipality and ask for 
the development officer. 


Feds need to act quickly 

The Government of Alberta is urging the federal government to proceed immedi¬ 
ately with reforms to the Canadian grain handling and transportation system. Ed 
Stelmach, Minister of Infrastructure, has sent a letter to David Collenette, Minister 
of Transport, indicating the provincial government is pleased with the direction of 
Arthur Kroeger's report on the system. 

Alberta supported the holistic approach recommended in the Estey Review, and feels 
that the report submitted by Kroeger to Collenette is in line with Justice Estey's 
original intentions. Alberta Infrastructure (formerly Alberta Transportation and 
Utilities) and Alberta Agriculture, Food and Rural Development have been active 
participants in the federal review process since 1997. 

"We are pleased to see that the working groups crafted some good solutions, and that 
Mr. Kroeger has recommended a workable framework based on the proposed 
alternatives," said Stelmach. "While we are disappointed that industry stakeholders 
could not reach consensus on some key items, the proposed solutions provide a good 
starting point. An effective revenue cap will be an important measure to protect 
farmers' interests while a truly competitive rail environment develops." 

"The Government of Alberta is still committed to reducing costs to grain farmers, 
and recognizes that the best means of achieving that is through encouraging 
commercial competition among railways, grain companies, and the ports," Ty Lund, 
Minister of Alberta Agriculture, Food and Rural Development. 

The Ministers feel that the reforms should be moved forward simultaneously and 
quickly, so that changes con be implemented for the next crop year. 

Both Ministers expressed their thanks to the working groups and to Mr. Kroeger 
for committing their time and efforts to bringing these recommendations to Minister 
Collenette. 


Canada stands to gain 
billions with trade 

The Canadian agriculture and agri-food industry could gain up to $2.5 billion 
annually with liberalized international trade. So finds a study conducted by the 
George Morris Centre for the Agri-Industry Trade Group (AITG) and the 
Government of Alberta's department of Agriculture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment. 

The George Morris study looked at 10 sectors of Canada's agriculture 
industry: barley, beef, canola, chicken, corn, eggs, dairy, pork, soybeans and 
wheat. It defined trade liberalization as complete elimination of all tariffs and 
non-tariff barriers over 10- and 20-year scenarios. The study measured the net 
benefits from trade liberalization as the difference between the status quo trade 
environment and the liberalized trade scenarios. 

The study found that farmers in all sectors except eggs would benefit 
substantially from tariff elimination under both scenarios. The biggest benefit 
would go to the beef industry where farmers could gain up to $841 million 
annually. Pork producers could realize over $200 million annually while wheat 
producers could see an increase in net revenue of over $420 million annually. The 
increase in net revenue for dairy farmers could amount to $154 million annually 
while chicken producers could gain $405 million annually. 

The total gain to the agri-food industry, and to Canada's economy, are even 
more impressive. The George Morris study indicates that the total net benefit 
under a 10-year sunset period would be over $50 billion. 

The study demonstrates what Canada stands to gain if an open international 
trading environment can be achieved. Just as important, it shows the opportu¬ 
nity we will lose if trade barriers are not broken down. 

The Agri-Industry Trade Group is a coalition of Canadian agri-food organi¬ 
zations, associations and companies who have an interest in expanding their 
international trade opportunities.
